Changing attitude 


A welcome change in attitude regarding citizen participation in 
Upland’s city government was yoiced this week when Mayor George 
Gibson said he is inviting applications for at least one opening on a 
city committec, 


Specifically, Gibson 1s inviting interested citizens to apply for a 
seat on the Planning Commission. But the mayor added that he would 
like applications from persons who would be interested in serving 
on other city groups as well. 


The Upland News applauds this move by Mayor Gibson to get others 
in the city involved in the local government process, Too many times 
the policies of the city app ared to have been made in a vacuum, that 
is, by a limited number of persons who occasionally lost touch with the 
general public, 


But Monday’s announcement by the mayor that he is seeking ap- 
plications from others in the community to serve on various city 
agencies as openings occur hopefully will result in government 
participation by a wider base of citizens in Upland, 


it was Upland’s failure to take this kind of step in the past that 
recently prompted us to tell one city official here that the city 
has given the appearance of being run as if it were a private club. 


The worst abuse of this private-club syndrome showed up in the 
selection of the city mayor. When we criticized the council three 
weeks ago for making deals, it was the jostling and prodding that 
went on within the council for the title of mayor to which we re- 
ferred. 


in two years, the voters of Upland will choose their mayor for the 
first time, thus ending the deal-making for that office by council 
members, 


And in the meantime with Mayor Gibson’s invitation, still others 
in the community will be encouraged to help run the city. We view 
both developments as a welcome change.

Friday, May 1, is Law Day, sponsored by the American Bar 
Association and its local affiliates to promote respect for the law. 


Unfortunately, it takes more than one day each year to keep 
individuals committed to the realization that law ts vital to individuals 
and their communities. 


Another sad but obvious point is that individuals or organizations 
who have no respect for the law won’t change their attitudes or 
philosophy as a result 0; Law Day. 


So the value of Law Day must lie asa reminder to the rest of us 
that we thust respect and uphold the law. 


What is it that makes law vital to society? Law provides an orderly 
way for both individuals and organizations to function. It means that 
after you arrange to purchase something ‘on time’’, you are confident 
that your payments won’t be increased after you receive the mer- 
chandise, 


it means that if you are stopped by a police officer for speeding, 
you won’t be taken off to jail and left there for months or even days 
on end, 


But “law” shouldn’t mean something that cannot be changed. We 
all should keep in mind that where laws exist which we don’t like, 
we have an opportunity and an obligation to change the law, but never 
abandon it. 


Current Comments 


During the past few years, a sizable group of people known as 
general aviation pilots has been subjected to rising pressure for 
stringent regulation of airways and airports aimed at drastically 
curbing general aviation use of these facilities. 


The erroneous notion has been widely held that general aviation pilots 
are an irresponsible fraternity of barnstormers and that general 
aviation itself is of little consequence in the overall transportation 
picture, The facts are different, In the first place, every pilot in his 
right mind is deeply concerned with air safety; and, secondly, thousands 
of privately-owned planes from Piper Cubs to corporate jets are in- 
dispensable business cools for companies large and small throughout 
the U.S, Workable procedures must be developed in order that both 
general aviation and the scheduled airlines may use the airways safely. 


Fortunately, there are signs of an awakening to this necessity. 
According to a leading general aviation publication, The AOPA Pilot: 
“Knowledgeable aviation writers for a number of newspapers and radio 
and television stations have been raising their voices, . .in an attempt to 
provide the general public with a measure of objective and factual re- 
porting on the condition of the nation’s air transportation system.” If 
such proves to be the case, the cause of aviation safety will have taken 
a tremendous step forward, and hundreds of thousands of pilots may 
regain the most important civil right of all - a fair hearing.

be devised,”

management” exists, he 
described acomputerized 
warehouse in which the 
only way cranes and load- 
ers are operated is by 
computer signals, and “no 
manual inventory records 
are kept” The computer 
does everything, 

Turner emphasized 
that automation {is not go- 
ing to put man out of work, 

The ghost of automa- 
tion keeps reappearing,” 
he said, “although econo- 
mists have proven that 
unemployment is lowest 
when productivity is high- 
est,” 

More computers work- 
ing factories would mean 
greater productivity, and 

people will get better 
jobs--they will not be our 
of a job.” 

Turner spoke at the 
Symposium, “Expanding 
Use of Computers in the 
"70s," attended at UCLA 
by more than 200 com- 
puter industry engineers, 
executives and saiesmen,

Price of 
food may 
go down 


Consumers today re- 
ceived some good news 
from Bank of America -- 
the bank predicts a dra- 
matic slowing in food 
price growth over the next 
few months, 

“By year -end, the 
problems of inflation and 
restricted credit availa - 
biliry will still be with 
us, but in much reduced 
degree,” the bank said 
in a special progress re - 
port on the U.S, economy, 

“Food prices, which 
have increased drama- 
tically in the last few 
months, will slow down 
dramatically in the next

Economists of the 
world’s largest bankem - 
phasized there is norea- 
son to fear that the infla- 
tionary psychology of the 
past few years willbe re- 
placed by a recessionary 
psychology. 

Bank of America fore- 
sees a 1970 Gross Na- 
tional Product growth of 
about 5 per cent over 
1969, while real growth 
will increase less than 
one per cent, The un- 
employment rate is ex- 
pected to average 4,5 per 
cent, while corporate 
profits after taxes will 
drop two per cent and 
housing starts will dip 
15 per cent,

“Existing policies and

one step higher up thein- 
flationary ladder, 

“‘Thus, the year will 
be what we make it - - 
a year of tactical reac- 
tion to apparently con- 
flicting demands (of con- 
sumer, employees, stock- 
holders and the general 
public), or a year of stra- 
tegic planning and action 
to resolve these demands, 

“Given the current 
progress of the United 
States economy toward 
balanced growth, we can 
meet this opportunity with 
confidence,

SACRAMENTO - As- 
semblyman John Quimby, 
D-Rialto, has introduced 
legislation requiring per- 
sons placed on probation 
on a criminal conviction 
to return to court at the 
end of their probationary 
period to be formally re- 
leased from the control 
of the court, 


Quimby said his bill 
eliminates the existing 
court procedure where- 
by probationers are auto- 
matically released from 
court Custody at the end 
of their term of proba- 
tion, 


“My bill would place a 
firm hold on the indi- 
vidual during his proba- 
tionary period,” the law- 
maker said, “Present 
procedure does not re- 
quire the court to re- 
view the probationary re- 
cord of the individual nor 
formally release the per- 
son from the court’s sup- 
ervision,” 


Quimby said his pro- 
posal would do much to 
impress upon the person 
on probation that he 
should maintain anexcei- 
lent record during the 
term of probation, 


“Hopefully this will de- 
crease the number of in- 
dividuals who have vio- 
lated probation and have 
been returned to jail,” 
he said,

Little things can help 
improve our ecology 


Enjoyment of urban liv- 
ing will get a boost as 
consequences become ap- 
parent of the new stress 
on ecology, the science 
of man and other 
organisms tohis environ- 
ment, 

Participating in nature 
ranks high on the list 
of satisfactions for most 
of us, Walks through 
woods with sunlight danc- 
ing on our path, gurgling 
water over rocks, agras- 
sy bank, these are plea- 
sures that too often are 
beyond the daily reach of 
city dwellers, They 
needn’t be, 

A walk through wooded 
areas can be through a 
park as well as a forest, 
with birds, insects, water 
and grass contributing to 
the same kind of satis- 
faction, This possibiliry 
in planning our communi- 
ty’s future is getting more 
attention, and should, 

Landscaping is a symp- 


tom, We see more ef- 
fective use of trees, 
shrubs and plants to 


offer this enjoyment of 
nature with our buildings, 
As a Realtor, I know that 
a house that is well land- 
scaped and shows care 
and enjoyment of the land- 
scaping is worth more on 
the market than one that 
is not, The increase 
in value is out of pro- 
portion to the cost of the 
plants and whatever pro- 
fessional or skilled ama- 
teur effort put them there, 

Architects and land- 
scape architects usually 
work together on plan- 
ning public buildings and 
surroundings, often from 
the stage when they are 
looking over the site, 
This is a step toward 
bringing city dwellers in 
closer contact with nature 
in a pleasing way. 

We should watch for 
opportunities to bring this 
further into our city lives 
by applying our concern 
for ecology to public 
areas as well, Pub- 
lic walkways don’t always 
have to be ruler straight 
strips af concrete in a 
15-foot border to streets 


lined with parked auto- 
mobiles, This may be 
easier to draw on a plat 
map and easier for the 
surveyor, but it isn’t eas- 
jer on our sensibilities 
as we walk, 

There is a welcome 
trend by subdividers and 
public officials to bring 
variety into such situa- 
tions, Streets curve, 
Houses are not set like 
so many line up dominoes, 
Parkways vary in width, 
plunging sometimes into 
sm odd-shaped parks, 
Strollways may not be 
against streets at all, but 
between the backs of 


houses, Winding there 
among trees, no autos 
allowed, 


Once we recognize what 
we’re upto, bringing na- 
ture, unpolluted, into ciry 
life, what we can do is

‘Gnosticism’ study 
underway at CGS 


CLAREMONT ~~ Schol- 
ara at Claremont Gradu- 
ate School are learning 
about Gnosticlam, a lt- 
tle~known religion of an- 
tiquity, by translating 13 
books written in the Cop- 
tic language in the 4thand 
5th centuries A.D, 

Coptic, the written lan- 
uage of the earliest 
‘gyptian Christians, con- 
sists of ancient oe 
words in old Greek let- 
ters, 

The books are written 
on 52 papyrus documents 
or “tractates,” They were 
found by a group of pea- 
santa about 20 years ago 
in a jar buried inaceme- 
tery near Nag Hammadi, 
Egypt. They are now 
stored under plexiglase in 
a Cairo library, 

Based at the Institute 
for Antiquity and Chris- 
tianity at Claremont, a 
team of scholars has pho- 
tographed the tractates 
and translated them, bit 
by bit, into modern i ng- 
lish, The project ta di- 
rected by Dr, James M, 
Robinson, a professor at 
the Graduate School, and 
is supported this year by 
a $16,300 grant from the 
National Endowment for 
the Humanities, 

The Gnostics, who left 
papyrus books, were con- 
sidered heretics by the 
orthodox Christians of 
their time, Until now, 
most of what was known 
about them came fromthe 
writings of their critics, 
The Findings in these 
books underline their real 
importance, 

Gnosticism carries the 
notion that individual sal- 
vation comes about by 
knowledge rather than by 
faith or works, ‘The 
Gnostics were the intel- 
lectual eggheads of their 
time,” explains Dr, 
Robinson, 

One of the books, a let-

Campbell’s proposal 
establishes a free choice 


system whereby students

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‘Infallible’ end to hijacking 


LOS ANGELES - 
“There is a way to pre- 
vent any hijackings of air- 
liners,” says Major Ro- 
ger A. Picard, U.S, Air 
Force ‘Safety Officer, and 
Chaytor D, Mason, ASso- 
ciate Professor of Aero- 
space Safety at the Uni - 
versity of Southern Calif- 
ornia, 

The answer to airline 
hijackings is simple, in- 
expensive, and can be 
done now, they said. Most 


im portant-it is infallible,. 


Major ‘icard is a stu- 
dent in USC’s Institute 
of Aerospace Safety and 
Management, Mason is 
one of his professors in 
aviation psychology, 

How many hijackings 
would be attempted if all 
airlines were completely 
automated so that once 
the flight had begun noth- 
ing could occur in the 
passenger cabin which 
would alter the destina - 
tion of the airline? The 
answer is obvious - none, 
No hijacker would attempt 
the impossible, 

Hijackings today are 
successful because the 
hijacker is able to force 
his way into the cockpit, 
or is able to communi - 
cate with the flight crew 
his threat of harm to the 
crew, airline, or pas- 
Sengers, If there were 
no possible way to com- 
municate with the flight 
crew, he would be totally 
impotent to carry out his 
plans, The airliner would 
land at its intended des - 
tination, 

The answer, then is 
twofold: Toprevent entry 
into the flight deck, andto 
abolish communication 
between the cabin and the 
flight deck, 

Lightweight armor pla- 
ting is cheap and avail - 
able, An armor wali be - 
tween the cabin and flight 
deck, with an unforceable 
lock, would prevent un- 
authorized entry to the 
flight deck and harm to 
the flight crew, If there 
were no communications 
link, no telephones be- 
tween the cabin and flight 
deck, the hijacker would 
have no way to threaten 
the crew, and holding 
hostages in the cabin 
would serve no purpose, 
Without access to, or 
communication with the 
flight deck, the potential 
hijacker would have no 
more control over the 
course ofthe airliner than 
he would if a computer 
were driving the plane to 
its destination, No hi- 
jacker would attempt the 
impossible, 

The question naturally 
arises as to whether it is 
ever necessary for the 
flight crew to have access 
to the passenger cabin, 
although it is commonto- 
day, A study by the Air- 
line Pilots Association 
shows that flight en- 
gineers and second of- 
ficers are now occasion - 
ally called into the pas - 
senger cabin to: subdue 
combative passengers, 
extinguish cabin fires, aid 
sick passengers, and to 
examine air leaks in en- 
try doors, This help is 
more mentally uplifting 
than vitally necessary, 
Stewardesses now are 
trained to handle most of 
these problems, and bet - 
ter training could alle- 
viate the necessity for 
the flight crew member 
leaving his station at all, 
It is true that in some 


older model aircraft a 
crew member occa- 
Sionally returns to the 
cabin to inspect the land - 
ing gear or wing, but op- 
tical systems have been 
installed, or could be in- 
Stalled, in the cockpit ro 
eliminate this necessity, 
If the cabin crew were 
given proper training and 
equipment to handle pas - 
Senger problems, there 
would be no occasion for 
the flight crew to leave 
the flight deck, 

But what ifthere was an 
emergency in the cabin 
beyond the capacities of 
the cabin - stewardess 
personnel? A simple 
alarm system, now avail - 
able in some aircraft, of 
a button in the cabin and 
a bell in the cockpit could 
notify the pilot there was 
an emergency beyond the 
capacities of the cabin 
personnel, Hijackers 
could not use this system 
to communicate with the 
cockpit crew because the 
Signalling code would 
carry no such compli - 
cated message. In a ser- 
ious emergency, the 
Stewardess could ring 
such a bell twice, indi- 
cating ‘‘land as soon as 
safely practicable,”’ 
Three bells, ‘‘land as 
soon as possible,’” and 
one bell, ‘‘situation again 
in control,’” Ifthe emer - 
gency was the presence of 
a hijacker, the only change 
in flight plan that he could 
expect would be to be 
landed at the nearest 
available airport. 

At present, a similar 
System of warning indi - 
cates to the flight crew 
if there is a gross emer - 
gency in the baggage area 
of the aircraft, There 
are heat and smoke sen - 
sors which indicate the 
presence of smoke and 
fire. Similar sensors 
could be installed in the 
cabin which would notify 
flight crew of this prob- 
lem without necessity of 
telephone or personal 
contact with the cabin 
crew, Cabinair pressure 
loss is noticed immedi- 
ately by changes in the 
cabin pressure instru- 
mentation which is now 
installed on the flight 
deck, There should be no 
occasion which would de - 
mand that a flight crew 
member open the door and 
return to the passenger 
cabin, 

The lack of communi - 
cation between the cabin 
and cockpit would not have 
to be a two-way proposi - 
tion, The public address 
System now used could be 
continued so that the pilot 
could announce late arri- 
vals, emergency and eva- 
cuation instructions, and 
public relations material 
to the passengers, It is 
commonly thought by pas- 
sengers that the pilots 
are necessary for their 
safety in an emergency 
evacuation of the airliner, 

However, many air- 
lines train their stew- 
ardesses to handle all 
emergency procedures 
and evacuation without 
any aid from the flight 
crew 

In fact, there have been 
cases of unnecessary in- 
jury caused by pilot per- 
sonnel not familiar with 
the evacuation proce- 
dures attempting to take 
charge, Such a defini- 
tion of responsibility be- 
tween cabin and flight 
crew would eliminate

Noisy engines and 
traila of smoke have been 
unfavorably associated 
with jet airliners since 
their inauguration more 
than a decade ago, Thus, 
when Pacific Southweat 
Airlines began building 
its own flect of jetliners 
in 1965, it began im- 
mediately to seek cures 
for those generally ill- 
favored aspects of the 
engines powering ita air- 
craft, 

The result over the past 
five years has been a re- 
duction in take-off noise 
from PSA aircraft, a 
headstart in the reduc- 
tion of smoke emissions 


from the company’s 
planes, and the virtual 
elimination of noise and 
smoke from PSA‘a jet 
engine test cell at its 
maintenance headquar- 


tera in San Diego, 

PSA's latest move in 
the elimination of exhaust 
smoke from ita jet en- 
gines, according to com~- 
pany president J, Floyd 
Andrews, is the Iinitia- 
tion of a “‘amoke elimina~ 
tor’’ on its jet engine 
test cell at San Diego's 
Lindbergh Field, Smoke 
pollution from the test 
cell is now a thing of the 

st because of this modi- 
ication, saya Andrewa, 

But the modification of 
ite teat cell is far from 
being PSA's firateffort in 
the field of noise and air 

lution control, Aas far 

ck as 1965, when PSA 
firat “5. operating ita 
Boeing 727 jetiiners, the 
company has been recog~ 
nized for ita efforts to 
curb aircraft noise, 

In a study conducted 
near the Los Angeles air~ 
port by the research firm 
of Bolt, Beranek and New- 
man, Inc,, PSA jets were 
found to be creating less 
noise than most aircraft 
of the other airlines, This 
was true even when PSA 
pilots were making mid- 
runway take-affs (begin- 
ning their take-off roll 
from some mid-point on 
the — rather than 
from the far end of the 
runway), One reason for 
these quicter take~offs 
has been the practice of 
PSA pilots carefully 
computing the minimum 
power required for each 
take-off, This power set- 
ting differs from one 
flight to the next because 
of variations in fuel, bag- 
gage, and number of pas- 
sengers being carried, 
By using minimum power 
on take-off, excessive 
noise and smoke emission 
is avoided, At the same 
time, additional power is 
always available if it is 
needed, 

The City of El Segundo, 
long dissatisfied with 
noise and air pollution 
being generated at Los 
Angeles Airport, recog- 
nized PSA’s efforts in the 
area of noise abatement 
and commended the air- 
line in a public letter, 

Similar efforts have 
been made in San Diego, 
and the company’s main- 
tenance department there 
has a standing policy that 
ho aircraft engines will 
be operated or tested be- 
tween the hours of mid- 
night and 6 a,m,, in or- 
der to avoid disturbing 
San Diego residents near 
the airport, 

PSA also recognized 
the problem of smoke pol- 
lution being generated by 
its aircraft engines, and 
by 1968 was working with 
the Pratt & Whitney Air- 
craft Company in the test- 
ing of smoke-reduced en- 
ines, Pratt & Whitney 

the manufacturer of 
PSA's jet engines, Thus 
far, nine “smoke-re- 
duced” engines are in use 
on PSA aircraft. 

The engines make use 
of advanced technology 
“burner cans” -- com- 
bustion chambers which 
eliminate pollutant smoke

Although smoke fan’t 
the only problem created 
by jet engines, it ia the 
primary pollutant being 
exhausted by the big tur- 
bines, Unlike automo- 
biles, jet engine exhausts 
contain only a fraction 
of a per cent of the toxk 
gases generally associ- 


ated with air pollu- 
tion, Pratt & Whitney, 
in discussing pollution 


problems, points out that 
‘analysia of jet engine 
exhaust gasea has shown 
that the Compounds nor- 
mally considered to be 
toxic such as carbon mon- 
oxide, oxides of nitrogen 
and sulfur, hydrogen sul- 
fide and hexane are found 
at insignificant levels or 
are undetectable with 
present instrumentation, 
However particulate 
matter in the form of un- 
burned carbon particles 
ig present and is visible 
in the exhaust plume of 
certain engine models,”’ 


Thus, the primary 
cause of air pollution 
from PSA‘’s jet engines 


will have been brought 
under control when the 
company completes 
modification of its en- 
gines, 

Smoke emission was 
also a problem on PSA's 

t engine test cell until 

stallation of the ‘‘smoke 
eliminator’’ corrected 
the discrepancy, Pri- 
mary ingredient of the 
pollution controller is a 
liquid additive which is 
injected into the fuel lines 
leading to aircraft en- 


gines being tested in the 
‘ eu, 

The additive lowers the 
temperature at which 
carbon particles begin to 
burn, resulting in a more 

omplete burning of the 
fuel being used in the en- 
gine, ance the visible 
imoke emitted from jet 
engines ig made up al- 
most entirely of unburned 
carbon particles, the 
more complete com- 
bustion of those particles 
results in the disappear- 
ince of amoke emissions, 

Injection of the additive 
into the engine fuel sys- 
tem can be turned on or 
off from the control room 
of the test cell, Once 
the fluid reaches the en- 
gines, the resulta are 
dramatic, The plume of 
black smoke from the en- 
gine’s exhaust disappears 
almost entirely, leaving 
only shimmering heat 
waves to be seen,

Testing usually takes al- 
most an entire average 
workday for a single en- 
gine, The test cell it- 
self is built so that the 
sound of the jet engine is 
exhausted within the 
structure, As a result, 
the dull whine of the en-

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Board voids anti-segregation rules 


All state regulations 
aimed at doing some - 
thing about the problem of 
de facto segregation have 
been tossed out by the 
State Board of Education 
in a move to discourage 
busing. 

In an emergency action 
at a recent meeting in 
Sacramento the board vo - 
ted 6-3 to set aside the 
regulations. Board Pres- 
ident Howard Day askec 
for the repeal because the 
rules “have been dis- 
torted out of their ori- 
ginal context by certain 
recent ¢,art decisions’’, 
reports the Educa- 
tion News Service, 

Day directed the Strate 
Department of Education 
tions for consideration by 
the board. They will be 
reviewed in May when the 
board will hold a. public 
hearing about its emerg - 
ency decision of last 
week, 

The move came as a 
surprise, It was not on 
the agenda and there had 
been no advance public 


major action. In order 
to make such a move 
without public hearing the 
board had to find the ex- 
istence of a state of pub- 
lic emergency, 

“These regwiations 
have been cited in past 
and pending litigation in 
Support of mass trans- 
portation of pupils from 
One attendance center 
area to another,” the 
board declared in its de- 
scription of the emergen- 
cy. “It is necessary that 
the board’s disfavor of 
this practice be know im- 
mediately,” 

Recent court decisions 
in Pasadena and Los Ang- 
eles promoted the action, 
In a suit against the Pas- 
adena City School Dis- 
trict, a U.S, District 
Court ordered desegre- 
gation of the schools, A 
Los Angeles County Su- 
perior Court gave a sim- 
ilar order to the giant 
Los Angeles City School 
District. Both judges 
made reference to the 


“It was never the in- 
tention of the Stare Board 
of Education as it existed 
in 1969 to have judges 
use our advisory guide - 
lines as ironclad rules 
of law,” Day said. “It 
was our feeling at that 
time, and it is my per- 
sonal feeling still, that 
we must have guidelines 
which will support and 
protect the desirable 
principle of desegrega- 
ting our California public 
schools. This board has 
always stood for this 
principle, and I hope that 
it always will.”’ 

However, Day contin- 
ued, “‘because of the dis - 
tortion of our original 
intention through judicial 
decisions” the board 
should repeal the rules. 

The three opponents to 
the repeal of the rules 
were Dr. John Ford of 
San Diego, the Rev. Donn 
Moomaw of Los Angeles 
and new member Tony 
Sierra of Calexico. All 
three questioned the need 


said he was opposed to 
mandatory busing but the 
regulations draw atten- 
tion to a problem. He 
delared: 

“although there are 
certain areas of this... 
which could be improved, 
1 would certainly hare ro 
see us go on record as 
completely repealing this 
and thus show that this 
board has no sympathy, 
no understanding, and no 
deisre to help the minor- 
ity students of this state.’”” 

Day denied that repeal 
of the regulation would 
indicate a lack of interest 
in minority students.
